Ireland to Welcome Asquith. 
Dublin, July 17.—All Dublin, and 
in truth, all Ireland, is on the qui 
vive in anticipation of the arrival to­ 
morrow of (Prime Minister Asquith. ! 
Crowds are pouring in from all points 
and it is estimated that thousands 
will be added to the normal population ‘ 
of Dublin by tomorrow night. 
The Premier, accompanied by the 
Chief Liberal Whip, is due to arrive 
by the mail boat tomorrow morning. 
During his stay in the city he will be 
the guest of Augustine Dirndl, chief 
secretary for Ireland, at the official 
residence in Phoenix Park. 
Every seat has been allotted for the 
great meeting which Mr. Asquith is 
to address in the Theatre Royal on 
Friday evening. John Redmond, the 
leader of the Irish party in parlia­ 
ment, will preside at the meeting, and 
will be supported by Mr. Dillon, Mr. 
Devlin and other Nationalist leaders 
The attendance will include members 
of parliament, the mayors of the prin- 
^ ipal cities of 
Ireland, 
representa­ 
tives of the Irish universities and the 
chairm an of county councils 
On Saturday Mr. Asquith will 
re­ 
tin a to London, breaking his journey 
at Liverpool, where he is to be pres­ 
ent at a Liberal garden parte given 
by Sir William Lever.

Washington, July 16—The trial of 
Judge Robert VV. 
Archbald 
of 
the 
Commerce Court, accused of misbe­ 
havior by alleged acceptance of fa­ 
vors from litigants before his court, 
got under way today. 
The senate was sworn in as a court 
of impeachment and a summons for 
the accused Judge, calling him ro its 
bar July 19, was issue. Judge Arch­ 
bald is in Scranton. The sergeant at 
arm s ot the senate will serve him 
there, probably tomorrow. 
At 12::;o o'clock Friday the court 
of impeachment will reconvene, with 
the accused jurist present, and de­ 
termine it the Trial shall proceed at 
once or go over until fall, perhaps to 
a special session in November. 
Members of the senate who have 
consulted with the judge and his coun 
•el will urge that his wishes to have 
the trial go over until fall be com­ 
plied with. 
The house managers, who appear as 
prosecutors, will oppose such a con­ 
tinuance. Several members 
of 
the 
senate are prepared to urge speedy 
action. Members or the senate will 
settle the question and will agree, it 
is believed, to take a recess of the 
court until early in November, lf a 
recess is not taken, a special session 
of congress probably will be asked. 
Attended with the solemnity which 
m arks an occasion where a federal of- 
fier is called to account for “high 
crimes and 
misdemeanors” 
against 
the government, the senate converted 
itself today into a “high court for the 
trial of impeachment.” 
Henry D. Clayton of Alabama, chair 
man of the house committee of Im­ 
peachment Managers, read 
the 
de­ 
mand for a summons for the judge. 
"We, as managers of the House of 
Representatives, demand that a pro­ 
cess he issued for Robert W. Arch­ 
bald.” said Judge Clayton, “and that 
he be required to appear at the bar 
of the senate and answer the articles 
of impeachment.” 
An order for his appearance Mon­ 
day was offered by Senator Clark of 
Wyoming, chairm an 
of 
the 
Senate 
Committee on Judiciary, and was ob­ 
jected to by Mr. Clayton and Senator 
Bacon. Friday was then fixed. 
‘tW hen the Judge has been served 
with the process,” said Mr. Clayton, 
“then he may appear and request a 
reasonable 'time to make his answer 
to the articles of impeachment.” 
Less than an hour was taken up 
with the organization of the court 
of impeachment and the adoption of 
formal orders for the appearance of 
the defendant and witnesses. 
The trial of Judge Archbald for al­ 
leged connection with business deals 
in which It is charged he appeared as 
the beneficiary of railroads having 
litigations before his court is the first 
impeachment case before the senate 
since that of Judge Swayne of Flor­ 
ida in 1905. Swayne was acquitted.

SWEEPING VICTORY 


Enid, Ok., July 16.—That William 
Jennings 
Bryan 
was 'the 
greatest 
moral teacher of this generation, that 
he is tile head and front of the pro­ 
gressive movement in this country, 
and that he is greater and stronger 
than ever before, were some of the 
declarations of former Gov. Joe Folk 
of Missouri here Sunday. 
“The democratic ticket is the best 
ewe have had for years, and will be 
elected by a big majority,” said Mr. 
Folk. “Wilson is being supported by 
the real progressives of all parties, 


and the contest is so one-sided there 
is no sport in it. 
When 
Wilson 
is 
elected and carries into force the pro­ 
gressive policies it will impart as­ 
surance that the democratic party is 
settled in power for a generation. 
From 40,000 to 50,000 majority may be 
expected by Wilson in Missouri. Nat­ 
urally the people there were disap­ 
pointed over the defeat of Champ 
Clark. 


“Those who think Col. Roosevelt is 
down and out are mistaken. He is a 
forceful character, with a surprising­ 
ly large following among the people, 
and if he will make an active cam­ 
paign he will carry most of the states 
that Gov. Wilson does not carry. Pres­ 
ident Taft will hardly have more than 
thirty votes in the electoral college.

Source of Vice Presidents. 
Next to New York, indiana has been 
the most popular source of vice pres­ 
idential nominees since the war. The 
choice of Governor Marshall by the 
Baltimore convention adds another to 
a long series of Hoosier candidates 
for the second office in the land. In 
this governor the party chooses a 
man for vice president who is of suf­ 
ficient caliber for the higher office, 
were circumstances to call him to its 
duties. 
Beginning in 1868 Indiana has furn­ 
ished major party candidate® for vice 
president seven times. 
Thrice 
her 
candidates have been elected—Colfax, 
Hendricks and Fairbanks. Hendricks 
ran ’twice, being defeated once. The 
one nominated this week will know 
his fate in November. 
It is curious to note 
that 
Ohio, 
which has never had a vice president 
was the birthplace of two of Indiana’s 
three who reached thar office. The two 
were Hendricks and Fairbanks. 
Indiana has had hut o n e president 
—Benjamin 
Harrison—and 
he 
was 
born in Ohio. 
Giving Ohio crediV for every pres­ 
ident bom within the state, s h e has 
furnished six of the eight elected to 
the White House beginning with 186S. 
To New' York belongs the other two__ 
Cleveland and Roosevelt. Arthur, of 
course, was a New Yorker, but he 
was n<*t elected to the presidency. 
Indiana may be the mother of vice 
presidents, 
Ohio, 
still 
retains 
the 
greater 
honor, 
however.—Cleveland 
Plain Dealer. 


PION BCR AVIATOR 


KILLER BY BUFFALO 


Paris, July i6._>Hubert I,»tham, the 
Anglo-French air man and one of the 
pioneers of heavier-than-air aviation 
was killed by a wild buffalo June 7 
during a hunt in the French Sudan. 
The governor general of French 
Equatorial Africa in telegraphing the 
news today to the minister of colo­ 
nies, says Latham was out with a 
number of natives in the forest when 
he shot and wounde da buffalo, which 
immediately charged him and gored 
and tramped him to death. 
I^atham’s death occurred on the 
Chari river near the Ba r Es Kalamat. 
practically in the center of the French 
Sudan, in the direction of Lake Chad. 
The date of the fatality was J u n e 7.

T E X T BOOK COMMISSION 


WILL ADOPT SCHOOL BOOKS 


Oklahoma City, OX., 
July 
16.—If 
members of the State Board of Edu­ 
cation are in favor of postponing the 
textbook adoption 
as 
requested 
by 
Gov. Cruce they failed to make it 
known today, according to State Su­ 
perintendent Wilson, who is presi­ 
dent of the board. Wilson said that at 
the opening this morning he inquir­ 
ed whether there were matters to be 
taken up, and no one responded. The 
three members whom the governor be­ 
lieves are favorable to the postpone­ 
ment were present. 
It was explained later in the day, 
not from official 
sources, 
however, 
that all members of the board would 
•continue hearing the book company 
representatives, but halt sft announc­ 
ing the selections until after O ct lo, 
as the Governor desires. This would 
be in harmony with his compromise 


offer to the board made yesterday. 
Gov. Cruce said that he 
had 
no 
word from the board members, but as­ 
sumed from the continuing sessions 
they would run counter* to his sug­ 
gestion. 
' VV ill you have anything further to 
say in regard to adoption?” he was 
asked. 


“I have said about all I care to, but 
I know' what I intend to do,” he re­ 
plied. “I will approve neither the con­ 
t r a c t nor the bonds if an adoption 
is attempted at this time. Superintend, 
ent Wilson says that the board will do 
its duty, and that it will be up to the 
governor to do his 
when 
the 
time 
com*49. That is correct, as far as I 
am concerned, and I have already in­ 
dicated what I would do.” 
Although the board has allotted one 
hour’s time to each of the compa­ 
nies. much less is used, and it looks 
as though the hearings will conclude 
before the week’s end. Within ten days 
or two weeks, Superintendent Wilson 
says, the board would be ready to an­ 
nounce adoptions.
